TRADE LOAN TO PAY OFF 
SUMS DUE. 


THE LIKIN QUESTION. 


Nanking, Nov. 28. 


The Finance Ministry, after a 
series of (conferences with 
Chinese bankers in Shanghai, 
has decided to issue a new trade 
loan of $10,000,000 with a view 
to defraying the Chinese Govern- 
ment debts’ to the Great 
Northern, Eastern Extension 
and Pacific Telegraph Companies. 

Out of the $10,000,0000, a sum 
of $5,000,000 will be devoted to 
settling the debts with the three 
Telegraph Companies, while $3,- 
000,000 will be assigned for the 
creation of wireless stations, 

The time for the redemption of 
the Joan has been fixed as from 
fifteen to twenty years, while the 
security will be the receipts of 
the telegraph and wireless 
administrations under the manage- 
ment of the Nanking.Government. 
The rate of Interest has been fixed 
at 8 per cent. per annum.

DIETARY PUNISHMENT 
“IN PRISON. 


CONVICT COMPLAINS OF 
SHORT RATIONS. 


Evidence as to the dietary 
punishment moted out to offenders 
of prison discipline was given at 
the henring, continued before Mr. 
Williams yesterday, of tha case in 
which Convict 1614 
chung) is charged with assaulting 
and maiming Acting Principal 
Warder Bert Plumb, at Victoria 
Gaol, on October 22. 

An Indian warder gave evidence 
of having rushed at the defendant 
after the stabbing nnd seizing him 
from behind, but released his hold 
on the instructions of Warder 
Plumb. The prisoner then ‘walked 
back to hin cell. . Witness, in reply 
to a queation by the prisoner, anid 
that he did not see Warder Plumb 
draw his revolver with the inten- 
tion of shooting the accused. 

Detective Inspector Shannon: 
Had ho done so he would have been 
perfectly juntified. 

His Worship: Yes. 

Another warder, who had-parad- 
ed the prisoners, sald that he 
searched the prisoner before 
handing him, together with a. num- 
ber of others, over to Warder 
Plumb. ‘ 

The accused, when asked if he 
had any questions to put to the 
witness, said that when witness 
searched him the dagger was in 
hia (prisoner's) cell and not on 
his person, 

The witness naid that he did not 
know where the dagger was when 
he searched the prisoner, 

His Worship (to Detective [nse 
pector Shannon): Have you any 
theory how It came out? 

Detective Inspector Shannon: 
None ut the moment, your Wor- 
ship. Asn matter of fact I think 
he had it on him. 

Chief Warder McLeod, testifying 
with regard to a complaint by the 
nuccused.of preferential treatment 
necorded to other prisoners who 
were undergoing disciplinary 
punishment, said that the inmates 
of the Prison were — given their 
baths twice a week, the hours re- 
maining uniform except In the 
case of offenders of priaon disci- 
pline, who would have theirs in 
At the same time, 
prisoners who were coming off 
punishment would be given their 
baths in the morning, prior to 
thelr being returned to their work- 
ing party, to ensure that no mis- 
tuke was made. > *

FRICTION. 


It is 
news that we are destined to hear

It has even been suggested that 
here may be found the seeds of 
the next European war, but we 
should not like to.think that Europe 
is so bankrupt of statesmanship as 
to admit the possibility of any such 
development from theae recurring 
quarrels.

It 
muat also be kept in'mind that the 
Polish minority have become Ac- 
customed to living In 4 country with 
highly organised public institutions. 
The territorin! changes have not 
rendered them “minority-consclous” 
by transforring them from 1 highly 
organised State to one forced ta 
tackle the problems of organisation 
from the beginning. 

To revert to the immedinte 
cumstances which have caused the 
issue to be raised once again, we 
cannot fail to notice that necusation 
is met by couriter-accusation, #0-that 
it still continues to be difficult to 
apportion blame. There can, how- 
ever, be Httle doubt that Germany, 
by constantly directing attention to 
incidents of this character, is hop- 
ing to gain world sympathy for her 
sentimental claim to the West 
Prussinn bridge between East 
Prussia and the rest of the Reich, 
whilat Poland is also naturally an- 
xious to preserve her outlet to 
the sen. There are historic con- 
siderations which center largely 
into the ‘whole problem, but we 
cannot at the moment delve into 
these. Nothing. however, 18 toe be 
gained by either side magnifying 
such incidents as occur, and we can 
only hope that the Lengue of Na- 
tions will bo dble to exercise those 
restraining influences which “have 
been so effective in other inter- 
national disputes, although we 
realise the extent to which Germany 
and Poland differ on the issues 
which have brought their relation- 
ship to the present unhappy state.

ing the big drum.” 

Ilis wanderings with the Army 
finally terminated at Windsor, 
ucross the river, nnd thero Mar- 
tin set out to win converts for his 
flock. He dived right into hia 
campaign and,.before people had 
thme to hear of him, he had 
ftarted a drive for $260,000 te 
build a hospital. 


Looked On As a Fanatic 


At that time he was making 
about $20 a week and people who 
henrd of his campaign to raise 
$250,000 thought he was crazy. 
But Martin got on. His drive was 
successful and to-day the Grace 
Hospital stands as a monument 
té his efforts. . 

People began to notice Martin 
after that. Then, in 1925, 
Charles Miller, an eccentric law- 
yor, and F.C, Engholm, engincer, 
both of Toronto, announced their 


intentions to construct a tunnel, 


under the Detroit river, Such 4 
tunnel had. been proposed as far 
back as 1871. ve 
Their plan was to construct four 
small. bores, under the river, two 
for ahuttle electric trains and two 
for autos.

MUST BREAK LAWS. 


Motorists’ Risks. 


INSURANCE CLAUSE 
QUASHED. 


There are 60 many rules and 
regulations « restricting motorists 
that they must break one of them 
occasionally, argued the Supreme 
Court of Michigan ‘(U.S.A.), in 
deciding an insurance case: 


The action arose from a clause 
in a motorist’s insurance policy, 
which rend: ‘There shall be no 
Mability under the terms of this 
policy unless the driver shall com- 
ply with the State.and municipal 
awa.” 


After being involved in an 
accident, the motorist was sued, 
and the insurance company denied 
Uebillty, alleging and proving that 
the motorist was exceeding the 
speed limit and was driving on the 
wrong side of the street. 


A lower court gave a verdict In 
favour of the insurance company, 
but the Supreme Court reversed 
the decision. It stated that to 
hold that every violation of the 
law would void a motorist’s policy, 
and thus relieve the Insurance 
companies of liability, would be 
untenable.

-Jewish marriage customs. were 
discusacd in the Chancery Division 
recently in an nection to recover a 
dowry of £4,000 provided by thc 
brother of a Jowish woman,on her 
Marriage to a doctor. - 

The plaintiffs wore Mrs. Fanny 
Bomze, of St. John’s Wood-rond, 
N.W., and her brother, Mr. Alfred 
Manuel Lederman, of Down-street, 
Piceadily, W.,and the defendant 
waa .Dr, Marks Bomze, of Cannon- 
atreet-rond E. 

Mr. Danckwerta, for Mra. Bomze 
and Mr, Lederman, said that carly 
in 1929 Mrs. Bomze contemplnted 
marringe and, putting the matter 
in tho hands of a marriage agent 
she met Dr. Bomze. The marriage 
was arranged ang the dowry of 
£4,000 provided by her brother was 
deposited in Lloyds Bank, Com- 
merclal-road, E., in the joint names 
of Dr. and Mrs. Bomze, with the 
Intention of using it to pny off a 
mortgage on Dr. Bomze’a surgery 
and to buy another practice. 

Before the marringe and during 
the honeymoon Dr. Bomze persuad- 
ed Mra. Bomzo to sign documents 
authorising himeto draw on the 
account. On returning from the 
honeymoon Dr, Bomze treated his 
wife cruelly, and in September 
1929—the marringe took place in 
June—-he forced her to leave him. 

Mrs. Romze, who js 28. said she 
was introduced to the doctor about 
May 2, 1929. On May 5 he asked 
her to marry him. On September 
23 he put her out of the houne,

Dr. Bomze, in the witness-box, 
said the £4,000 was given to him 
absolutely.

papers enable him to bring his {n- 
uci to bear on the local polti- 
clans, i j 


.The appearance of buttons bear- 
ing the legond “Hearst for Pre- 
sident” adds to the likelihood of the 
theory, 


Mr. Hearst has had little success 
in his poltical schemes, and his 
nominees for office have usually 
been defeated. He has one aup- 
porter in the Sennte, Dr. Copeland, 
who writes, medical ‘advice {n hia 
papers, but that fs all. When the 
present senior Senator for Call- 
fornia, Hiram Johnson, retires, as 
he intends to do at the end of hia 
Present term, Mr. Hearst will 
ush forward the candidature of 
Tr. Nellan, legal! adviser to hia 
newspapers, and he probably . has 
similar plans in other parts of tho 
country, 


It is impossible to tell as yet 
whether Mr. Hearst intends to‘be 
tho Democratic or Republican pre- 
sidential candidate. His papers in 
the present election support either 


Democrats or Republicans, accord- |: 


ing to local conditions, but the 
odds are that he will be true to 
his old love, und come down on the 
Democratic side. 

Triumphal Receptions,

The triumphal receptions which 
Mr. Hearst has had organiaed have 
followed n sterotyped pattern. He 
has been met at the station by city 
officinis in cara decorated with 
flowers and flags, With much 
sounding of sirens to attract the 
population he fs escorted to the 
city hall, where speeches. of wel- 
come are made by the’ Mayor, the 
President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and other dignitaries of the 
place, who feel that {t would" be .un- 
wise to offend so powerful an in- 
dividual, 


A banquet follows at which there 
are more specches | interspersed 
with vocal and musical items so 
that citizens will be encouraged to 
“tune-in” their radios, 


The-speeches which Mr. Hearst 
makes in reply constst of a few 
words, explaining that his expul- 
alon from French soll was a vory 
‘minor matter which caused him no 
real concern, followed by a violent 
and vicious attack - upon : France, 
which show that the rebuff must 


have penetrated well beneath tho |, 


skin. In Los Angeles he wound up 

- long—tirade-ogainst~ everything: 
French with “France is arrogant 
and insolent, greedy “and” aggres- 
sive, unjust and oppressive, 
France holds Europe in the iron 
grip of her way machine....The 
whole record of European relations 
is a history of hate, a blotted page 
of battle and bloodshed, of cruelty 
and tyranny." ‘ 


Red, White and Blue. 


When the text of this otttburat 
renched San Francisco it was 
politely suggested to’ Mr. Hearst 
thnt he should confine his remarks 
in that city to a discussion of news- 
Paper developments, This ‘he do- 
clined to do, but his speech was 
distinctly milder. An amusing 
fenture of the San -Francisean 
parade was that Mr. Heurst_drove 
beneath a waving avenue of French 
flags. The city possessed a num- 
ber of red, white, and blue flags, 
which are frequently used in 
American decoration for they are 
the American colours, and: these, 
whether by accident or design, wera 
prominently displayed. The same 
week San Francisco's most popular 
variety theatre was “featuring” o 
xrand = orchestral item 
“Salute to France,” a mixture of 
“Ca cest Paris’ and the 'Mar- 
nelllniac,’’ which was thundered 
forth with additional drums pnd 
brags ond a lavish display of allow 
xirls. It obtained far more 
plause than did Mr, Hearst. 


By moking 2 parade of his Ir- 
ritation agalnst France, Mr. Hearst 
appears .to be doing ‘himself more 
harm than good. The uneducated 
who read his papera are bored with 
foreign politi¢s, and are annoyed to 
find. column after column devoted 
to the discussion of a long. doad 
issue, in which they nover took any 
Anterest in the firat place. Tho 
oducatad are merely amused, -and 
begin to have their suspicions that 
the gentleman doth.protest too 
much when he dwells with such 
heavy emphasis on tho-fact-that ho.

A Chinese constable, “Ho Pun 
Chun (C356), was the defendant in 
an assault: summons before Mr.

The. com- 
pDlalnant was a stonecutter, Tsang 
Shek-fook, living at 328, Ma Tau 
Wai Rond, Hunghom. 

“Mr. F.C. Rendall appeared on 
behalf of the. defendant, and Mr. 
D. H. Blake conducted — the pro- 
secution, 

Dr, Ho Asjoe first gave ovidence, 
testifying to the injuries sustained 
by the complainant. He said he 
examined the complainant and found 
n dinck bruise on his right chest. 
which had been caused either by a 
blunt Instrument or by the com- 
plainant being atruck by somebody 
with his fist. 

The complainant said that the 
defendant lved next door to him. 
There were continual disputes be- 
tween the two families. On No- 
vember 10, the defendant invited 
him to hls house to talk matters 
over, One of the matters dis- 
cussed Involved the — defendant's 
wife, On November 12, the defen- 
dant and a Chinese detective came 
to his house. The defendant asked 
a foki if he ithe complainant) was 
in. Complainant himself came out, 
and was seized by the defendant. 
Complainant asked the defendant 
what was the matter, to which de- 
fendant replied that the Inspector 
wanted to sev hin. Complainant 
put on his Jacket and aceompanied 
them to the station, On the way 
the defendant assaulted him, He 
did not try to run. away after his 
nerest, [Pn his statement to the 
police Interpreter he stated that the 
defendant accused him of having 
struck hia (defendant’s) wife, a 
thing which he had ‘never done, 

Under cross-examination, — the 
complainant said that the defen- 
dant did not point him out to the 
Chinese detective. As the defen- 
dant entered his cubicle he seized 
him. He did not try to ran away 
after he was arrested. He did not 
usk-for redress nt the station, | 

Three of the complainant's fokis 
then gave similar evidence, One or 
them sald that the defendant, be- 
fore striking the complainant, 
shouted out “May all yor cace be 
exterminated. You even go so far 
asx to strike a woman.” 

Defendant's Denial. 

The defendant said that on Nos 
vember 9, after he returned home 
trom duty, his wife made a com- 
plaint to him, As a result, he took 
his wife to the police station and 
reported to the Inspector on duty. 
who ordered a Chinese detective to 
xoand fetch the complainant. Wit- 
ness did not see the complainant 
that day. On November 12, he saw 
the complainant walking in’ the 
street and reported to the Inspector, 
who sent 2 Chinese deiective with 
him to the cumplainant’s house. 
He -pointed out the complainant to 
the detective, The detective then 


a} axked the complujnantto come with 


theni to the station, as the Tnspees 
tor wanted to see him. On the 
way, defendant walked about four 
paces behind the couple. Near the 
Ningpo knitting factory. the com- 
plainant tried to run away, — but, 
{defendant seized him by his aleeve. 
Defendant denied having struck 
the complainant, Defendant also 
denied that the complainant came 
to his house at hia request in order 
tu talk over the matter, He also 
denied that there wax a suggestion 
that the complainant should pay him 
some money in order to clowe the 
affair. : ' 
After the Chinese detective lad 
given aimilar evidence, Mr. Butters 
discharged the defendant.

AMENDED TABLE. 


An increase in the light ducs, 
payable by ships entering ‘tho 
harbour, is notified in the current 
Issue of the Government Gazette, 
regulations made by the Governor- 
in-Council amending Table P of 
the Merchant Shipping Ord{nance 
of 1899. { 

The amended 

1. All ships, other than river 
steamers, which enter the waters 
of the Colony, excent : British and 
foreign shipa of war and all 
weasels of Iess than 20 tons, 
shall pay the following dues, viz: — 
four cents per ton. 

2, Such -dues shall be paid at 
the time of entry. ‘ 

3. All river stenmers which 
enter tie waters of the Colony by 
day or by night. shall pay 1% 
cents per ton. 

Previously, vessela other than 
river steamers paid two cents per 
ton, and river stenmers paid five- 
sixths of a cetvt.’

Warsaw, Nov, 28. 

The Polish Governmont has is-

The German statement, it will 
he recalled, declared that the 
denth of the police officer had not 
been proved. 

The connexion of the German 
pastor with whatever incidents oc- 
curred seem to be borne out by 
the German resume of the events, 
which mentions that the German 
Manse was searched and the 
church organist maltrented.— 
Reuter. 


EXPLOSIVE STORAGE 
CHARGES. 


NEW RATES IMPOSED BY 
GOVERNMENT. 


The Gazette notifies that the 
senles of charges and nll other 
matter contained in Table R in the 
‘Schedule to the Merchant Ship- 
ping Ordinance, 1899, have been 
rescinded and the following is sub- 
atituted as charges for the storage 
of gunpowder and other explosives 
in the Government Depots: 

The minimum charge for cach 
50 Lbs. or fraction of 50 Ibs, Kross 
weight, shall be $1 4 month or 
fraction of a month; except us 
above, the charge shall be 25 cents 
for euch 60 Ibs. or fraction of 60 
Jvs., xross weight, for a month 
or fraction of a month, 

The weight of the various pack- 
ages will be determined at the time 
of storing, and no alteration will 
be nllowed after they have been 
received into the magazine. 

The Government will not be respon- 

sible’ for damage by explosion, or 
by Insufficient or improper pack- 
ing: and, as svooden packages are 
Hable to the attacks of white ants, 
they should be tin-lined, and. the 
lining should be intact.

SUGGESTION OF CRUEL < 
TREATMENT. 


The police are investigating a 
most unusual case of what is des- 
cribed as treatment to children to 


| prevent them from crying exces- 


sively, the enquiries following the 
removal to hospital of a baby 
which had been suffering from 
burns to its face. 

Only 2 brief account of the oc- 
currence was issued in the reports 
from Police Headquarters thid 
morning. It would appear that 
the baby had been crying, and, to 
stop it, a woman named wong Sai- 
chung administered .a_ certain 
“treatment for excessive crying.” 
The exact nature of the treatment 
is not known, but the child was 
found suffering from burns to. its 
face and was immediately removed 
to the Government Civil Hospital.
